Bees, however, should be judged 


by their 
accomplishments 
rather 


than undesirable traits. We should 
think of bees in terms of honey, the 
natural sweet that is so valuable to 
man. 


,. A bee cxptrt, speaking before the 
Kiwanis club, described the 
traits 


of bees in a manner that 
shows 


they possess qualities that might 
well be emulated by 
people 
with 


great profit. 


There are three kinds 
<>t' bees— 


workers, queens and drones. 
The 


workers gather in the 
pollen 
to 


keep the wolf from the door, Imt the 
snd commentary is that their aver- 
age life is only forty days. 
They 


work for the colony and never live 
to participate in the honey they help 
produce. 


The worker sacrifices his life that 


the colony may live. The worker in 
human activities also 
meets 
the 


sume rate often. In every commun- 
ity are men who 
sacrifice 
their 


health and happiness in the public 
service and never live to enjoy 
the 


fruits of their labor. 


The great difficulty is llmt there 


arc not enough workers. There arc 
never enough men and women who 
are willing to co-operate for 
the 


community well beings, 
who 
arc 


willing to make the sacrilirc of time 
and money that is required to lie of 
real service to their fcllowmcn. 


The burden falls on the 
should- 


ers of ;i few. just as the bee worker 
has to gather the raw inaterinl SIP 
that the colony may exist. 


Communities would never prosper, 


would never get ahead if there were 
not aserifires made by some 
indi- 


viduals who are unselfish iiml who 
do not hesitate to incurr the dis- 
pleasure of those who should 
be 


the first to compliment and 
praise 


them. 


Primary Repeal 


Perhaps no public utterance 
in 


some time has raised more discus- 
sion than the address of A'ice Pres- 
ident Charles G. Dawes before 
the 


American Legion in which he 
ex- 


pressed serious doubts as to the el.'- 
ficacy of our primary system. That 
this address should create wide dis- 
cussion is an encouraging sign 
as 


il indicates that the people arc in- 
terested in the question of primary 
repeal. There can be. 
little doubt 


that the trend of public opinion dur- 
ing the past few years has 
been 


running strongly against the pri- 
mary. In a number of states there 
are proposals this year to abolish 
the system and in others there are 
nnitterings of discontent over 
the 


way it works.

The primary has brought 
about 


more bitter personal warfare in pol- 
itics than was ever possible under 
the convention system. This has dis- 
gusted a great many voters and they 
have formed the habit of remaining 
away from the primaries. Moreover, 
with all of our primaries, 
general 


elections and special elections 
the 


jteoplc arc getting overfed on vot- 
ing. 
They want a rest once in a 


while and arc taking it by ignoring 
the elections altogether. If elections 
only came once every two years, as 
was generally the case in the old 
days, voting might come to lie re- 
garded as a privilege again. No jiep- 
|ile will tire more, quickly of "too 
much of a good thing'' than the A- 
merican people, and they arc show- 
ing this in the way they stay away 
from elections. 


To say that the return to repre- 


sentative government in the selec- 
tion'of our candidates will result in 
widespread corruption is. absurd. If 
we are to believe the 
alleged rc- 


i'oruiers who arc the most v.eheni- 
i-nt in defending the primaries there 
ivas never more corruption abroad 
in-the land than at present when the 
primary system is pretty general. 
Surely conditions were no worse in 
!he day when there was an attempt
